And one, whoſe beſetting ſyn ſeems 
to have been an over-weening conceit of his own 
ſtrength, having ſuffered much from that quarter 
himſelf, exhorts all the children of God to paſs 
the time of their ſojourning here in fear. 1 Pet. i. 17. 
This 1s that bleſſed, watchful, obedient principle, 
which the Lord implants in the breaſts of his real 
children. As their covenant-keeping God he is 
bound by promiſe to preſerve this jewel in their 
hearts. And hereby the perſeverance of the ſaints 
of God is ſecured. For, thus ſaith the Lord; 7
